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SUPERANNUATION PLAN 


The Public Service Superannuation Act applies, with few exceptions, to 
public servants eighteen years of age and over engaged in employment 
of a full-time continuous nature at an annual salary of $900 or more. 
Contribution rates are set at the levels estimated to be required to 
accumulate enough funds during the working lifetime of contributors 
to provide for specified retirement pensions and subsidiary benefits. 
The balance in the Superannuation Account is the amount, which, 
together with future contributions from present contributors, matching 
contributions by the Government, and interest earnings, should be 
sufficient to provide all benefits to past and present contributors and 
their dependents, as stipulated in the Act, on the assumption that 
retirements, deaths, cash withdrawals, proportions of contributors 
married, relative ages of widows and so on, of those who are 
contributors on a particular date will essentially follow the pattern of 
the past. In addition to matching employee contributions, the 
Government credits the account with interest and assumes responsibi- 
lity for any actuarial deficits. The Superannuation Account is operated 
in accordance with principles of funding generally accepted for 
employee-employer pension plans. 


Male employees contribute 6% per cent of salary, female employees 5 
per cent, minus the rates required by the Canada Pension Plan and the 
Quebec Pension Plan. The annual pension is calculated at 2 per cent of 
the contributor’s average salary over that period of six consecutive 
years during which his salary is highest multiplied by his years of 
pensionable service to a maximum of thirty-five. When an annuitant 
reaches the age or state of health that a benefit under the Canada 
Pension Plan or Quebec Pension Plan would become payable, his 2 per 
cent pension is adjusted in respect of contributory service after January 
P1900. 


Until an employee has accumulated five years of pensionable service, 
his only entitlement is a return of contributions. Once an employee has 
five years of pensionable service, he is entitled on retirement at age 
sixty to an annuity. Subject to the portable pension provisions 
described hereunder, if he leaves the service before age sixty, an 
employee may opt for a lump sum payment, a deferred annuity payable 
at age sixty, or an actuarial equivalent of a deferred annuity, payable at 
age fifty or later; if an employee becomes disabled, he is entitled to an 
annuity regardless of age or, if under age sixty to an annuity or a lump 
sum payment at his option. There are also certain other options. 


Widows and children under eighteen years of age, to a maximum of 
four, are also entitled to benefits. The widow’s allowance is ordinarily 


one-half and the child’s allowance ordinarily one-tenth of the 
employee’s entitlement and no reductions are made because of an 
entitlement to benefits under the Canada Pension Plan or the Quebec 
Pension Plan. When a person dies leaving no widow or children to 
whom an annuity is payable, the total of his contributions, minus 
pension amounts received, is payable to his estate. 


Portability of Pension Benefits 


The Public Service Superannuation Act provides for the transferability 
of certain pension credits in three ways: through elective service 
provisions, through reciprocal transfer agreements, and through the 
transfer of monies from the Canadian Forces Superannuation Account 
and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police Superannuation Account to 
the Public Service Superannuation Account. 


Reciprocal transfer agreements are agreements between the Govern- 
ment of Canada and other employers whereby an employee may have 
his superannuation contributions plus the matching employer contri- 
butions and interest transferred directly from one employer to the 
other. The amendments of July, 1966 expanded the category of 
employers with whom the Minister can enter into an agreement from 
the former category of “‘public service employers” to any employer 
whose established superannuation or pension fund or plan has been 
approved by the Minister for purposes of the Act. On March 31, 1968, 
such agreements were in effect with the Provinces of British Columbia, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, Ontario, Quebec and New Brunswick, the Bank 
of Canada, Canadian National Railways, Canadian National (West 
Indies) Steamships Limited, Central Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion, Eldorado Mining and Refining Limited, (including two sub- 
sidiaries, Northern Transportation Company Limited and Eldorado 
Aviation Limited), Air Canada, Sunnybrook Hospital, Trent University, 
University of Waterloo, McGill University, Waterloo Lutheran 
University, McMaster University, Ottawa University, Carleton 
University, Laval University, University of Guelph, Board of Admin- 
istrators of the Teachers’ Retirement Fund of the Province of Alberta, 
Teachers’ Superannuation Commission of the Province of Ontario, 
Public Service Pension Board of the Province of Alberta administering 
the Local Authorities Pension Act, the City of Ottawa, the City of 
Calgary and the Maritime Co-operative Services Limited. 


Apart from the reciprocal transfer agreements an employee may elect 
to augment his pensionable service by electing to pay for periods of 
pensionable service with employers other than the Federal Government. 
Former contributors to the Canadian Forces Superannuation Account 


or the Royal Canadian Mounted Police Superannuation Account may 
increase their periods of pensionable service under the Public Service 
Superannuation Act by availing themselves of the opportunity to 
transfer their monies to the Public Service Superannuation Account 
from the accounts to which they formerly contributed. 


Amendments to the Public Service Superannuation Act introduced a 
provision as a result of which, after September 30, 1967, a contributor 
who leaves the Public Service after attaining age forty-five with ten or 
more years of pensionable service automatically becomes entitled to a 
pension benefit. That is, contributions for service on and after that date 
cannot be withdrawn. Instead they must either remain in the 
Superannuation Account to provide a benefit under the Public Service 
Superannuation Act or be transferred to another pension plan such as 
the Canadian Forces Superannuation Act or Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police Superannuation Act or pursuant to a reciprocal transfer 
agreement as described above. This provision is in keeping with the 
Pension Benefit Standards Act, and with similar legislation enacted by a 
number of the provinces. 


Membership 


In the course of the year, 36,347 employees became contributors 
while 24,870 employees ceased to contribute resulting in an increase of 
11,477 contributors. As at March 31, 1968, there were 211,414 
contributors under the Public Service Superannuation Act. 


Annuities 


During 1967-68, 3,209 immediate annuities, 164 deferred annuities, 
and 113 actuarial equivalent allowances became payable. Also, 1,651 
widows’ allowances and 656 children’s allowances became payable. As 
at March 31, 1968, there were 55,367 persons receiving pension 
benefits payable out of the Superannuation Account. These include 
34,478 former employees, 17,157 widows and 3,732 children. 


The average annuity which became payable to employees was $2,196. 
Widows, on the other hand, received an average allowance of $961 and 
children $180. These annuities would be much higher if the employees 
concerned had all completed thirty-five or more years of service, as can 
be seen from the following table:

Thus, many who retire after comparatively short periods of service 
receive annuities which are much smaller than would otherwise be the 


case. 


Superannuation Account 
Income 


Income for the year included $71.3 million in employee contributions 
and $110.9 million in interest. The Federal Government’s matching 
contributions amounted to $59.6 million while the Crown Corpora- 
tions’ matching contributions amounted to $5.0 million. The amounts 
transferred from other pension funds to the Superannuation Account 
amounted to $2.2 million. In addition an amount of $21.5 million was 
credited as a deferred charge in respect of the actuarial liability arising 
out of salary revisions in 1967-68 and credited to the Superannuation 
Account. 


A policy was introduced in the 1964-65 fiscal year whereby actuarial 
deficiencies arising out of pay increases in the preceding year were to be 
amortized over a five-year period commencing in 1964-65 and those 
arising out of pay increases authorized in 1964-65 and subsequent years 
were to be amortized over a five-year period commencing in the year in 
which the increase is authorized. Under this arrangement there was a 
Government budgetary contribution in the year 1967-68 of $56.3 
million is respect of the outstanding deferred charge as at March 31, 
1967, and $4.3 million in respect of the deferred charge for the fiscal 
year 1967-68. 


Expenditure 
Expenditure included $68.2 million in annuities, $177,617 in cash 


termination allowances (gratuities) and $152,570 in residual amounts. 
Refunds of contributions amounted to $10.9 million while transfers to 


other pension funds amounted to $4.8 million. The total expenditure 
for the year amounted to $84.1 million. 


Retirement Fund 


Before becoming a contributor to the Superannuation Account, a 
prevailing rate or seasonal employee engaged in full-time employment 
at an annual salary of $900 or more is required to contribute to the 
Retirement Fund. The contribution rate is established at the same level 
as the contribution rate to the Public Service Superannuation Account 
and the contributions earn interest at the rate of 4 per cent per annum, 
on the total amount to the employee’s credit as at December 31 each 
year. 


Because of the changes in the legislation which brought prevailing rate 
and seasonal employees under the superannuation plan after six months 
employment, the number of Retirement Fund contributors was 
reduced from 7,665 as at March 31, 1966 to 1,927 as at March 31, 
1967, and to 532 as at March 31, 1968. 


Contributions to the Retirement Fund totalled $54,420 and interest in 
the amount of $10,640 was credited to the Fund. Expenditures were 
$2.0 million transferred to the Superannuation Account in respect of 
employees who became contributors to that Account and $68,192 paid 
to employees who separated from the service. The balance in the Fund 
as at March 31, 1968 was $658,530. 


SUPPLEMENTARY DEATH BENEFIT PLAN 
The Supplementary Death Benefit Plan (Part II of the Public Service 
Superannuation Act) provides a lump sum benefit equal to the salary of 


the contributor or the nearest multiple of $250 above it. Contributions 
are made at the rate of 10 cents a month for every $250 of coverage. 


Membership 


As at March 31, 1968, there were 197,379 participants employed in the 
Public Service and 21,500 retired elective participants. 


Benefits 


During the year, 1,707 death benefits were paid from the Public Service 
Death Benefit Account. 


Public Service Death Benefit Account 
Income 
The income of the Public Service Death Benefit Account included $6.2 
million for employee contributions, $1.7 million for Federal Govern- 
ment and Crown Corporation contributions and $535,527 for interest. 
The total income for the year amounted to $8.4 million. 


Expenditure 


Expenditures from the Public Service Death Benefit Account included 
$6.8 million for benefits and $6,175 for refund of contributions.

NOTE Of those retiring on account of disability, 28 were classified as requiring 
a medical re-examination at the end of a probationary period to determine their 
eligibility to continue to receive a disability pension. As a result of 26 medical re- 
examinations of contributors receiving disability pensions, 16 were classified as 
permanently disabled and still eligible to receive a pension, 10 were classified a 
still disabled but requiring another re-examination at the end of a further proba- 
tionary period while none regained their health. The two other persons requiring 
medical re-examination died prior to the date of re-examination.
